(l) Spoken language and written language are diffcx*ent* 

• Language, as a dcvico of coiiiritonicatioa, preserves a 
coKCiion culture and thereby perpetuates and fostbrs. 
civiliiSatiori. 

(3) I*nnguaga is always in a state of change* Old words take 
on noiY meanings, nev/ terms introduced as the society 
grovrs, and soimds, grauunatical structure, and usage also 
change. 

(4) Longuage includes special vocabularies in such fields as 
the sciences, the social sciences, history, ai»t, and 
literature* Ihese specialized vocabularies attempt to 
give man new insij^xts into himself and liie world around 
him. 

(5) Languago acts to give mati a sense of individuality as ttcU 
as a sense of laembersliip in his society*

Related to stylo are tone end sfatence patterns, lone suggects an 
autlior's attitude toward his subject matter end/or hi s auclieaco. Three 
klTids of tone can be described as impersonal, or objective point of vloff/; 
informal idilch attempts to include the audience In a chatty manner; the 
confessional, or openhearted approach. As the tone is relatcKi to the style 
80 Is the sentence pattern related to Ihe tone. Iho distinction bctv;eon 
balanced sentences, loose sentences, and periodic sentences are intimately 
connected "with tho attitude that author takes to his subject matter and 
his audience. For the purposes of this unit, vrs shall consincr txic 
balanced sentence as one which indicates an analytical tone lelatsd to a 
pedagogical approach; the loose stmtence as one which sugi*ests a sceptical 
tone and relates to a hunanistic approach; and tho ps'?riod.lc sentence as 
one wlilch implies a firm tone related to an autlioritarlaa approach.

Idietoric, considered broadly as the art o £ discourse, as the tediniquo 
of effective conirumication, is fundamental in education. Althougli its honor- 
able ancestry extends from Classical Greece and Rome where it was one of the 
pillars of education, it was later expanded to include all forms of discourse 
and, recently, to emplasize writing. Today rhetoric embraces such related 
subjects as grammar, logic, and usage. Tliis course will stress rhetoric of 
modem standard witten English, attenipting to provide guides for writing 
and also demonstrating how the principles of good writing can be derived 
from the analysis of successful prose.
